Claim Objections 

Claims 2, 4, are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 2, a "period" is missing after the claimed subject matter "analog sample." 

In claim 4, a "period" is missing after the claimed subject matter "the step c)." 

Also, the claimed subject matters in line 2 are not clearly typed. Appropriate correction 

is required. 



Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Goken (US 5,584,051). 

Regarding claims 1, Goken discloses a method/system to provide continuity of 
service in a radio broadcasting system comprising at least one modem using the 
COFDM technique comprising the transmission of N time frequency cells modulated 
independently of one another, wherein the method comprises at least the following 
steps; 

at transmission: 

a) sending a number N1 of cells conveying signals needed for the transmission 
of a digitized audio signal SI (an analog and/or digital radio broadcast system transmits 
a digitized audio signal to a receiver, see col. 2 lines 31-36), 

b) sending a number N2 of modulated cells to transmit an analog signal S.sub,2 
of analog audio samples (the analog and/or digital broadcast system an analog signal to 
the receiver, see col. 2 lines 31-36), 

at reception: 

c) when the signals of the N1 cells cannot be decoded, replacing the digitized 
audio signal S1 by the analog signal S2 conveyed by the cells N2 (the receiver 
switchover to the best reception, see col. 2 lines 31-36). 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 2-6, 8-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
